There are publick Schools in all the Pro- 
vinces and great Cities of the Empire, for 
the Education of Youth in the liberal as 
well as mechanick Arts; where the Genius 
of the Children are carefully ſtudied and 
improved in thoſe Arts to which Nature 
ſeems to have given them the ſtrongeſt Bent 
without conſulting the Whim or Pride of 
the Parents; by this means, it's no rare 


thing to ſee the Son of a Nobleman drudging 
at the meaneſt Handicraft ; - and that of a 


Peaſant ſhining in the higheſt Orb of Life. 


e Birth, Title, or Riches, give among(t 
theſe people no Claim to the ſmalleſt Pre- 
ferment; Merit only recommends. the 


Man to Encouragement in that Sphere of 


Life, to which his natural Genius Has 
fitted him. 


When a vacancy in any of the Offices 
es hy the Candidates are choſen out 
of the publick Schools; and the Perſon 


fitteſt tor the Employment always is 


choſen, without Reſpect of Perſons.

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In this Country, the Phyſſcian is a very 
conſiderable Office; not only in the Em- 
peror's Court, but in that of all the 
Mandarines or great Governors and 
Officers of State. 


Before any Man is  preferr'd to the 
Office of Phyſician, either to the Sove- 
reign or to any of his great Men, he under- 
goes a ſtrict and impartial Examination, 
as to his Knowledge of the Theory and 
Practice of Phyſick, as well as of the 
other Branches of Learning, which are 
neceſſary to compleat the wiſe Phyſician. 


The Examiners are not thoſe of his 
own Profeſſion; but the Great Council 
of Maudarines; who are Men who have 
been found univerſally qualified in all 
the Branches of humane Literature, be- 
fore they were admitted to be of this 
Council; which is the ſupream Council 
of the Empire, and ſome what reſembles 
our Houle of Peers, only they ſeem to 
be veſted with much higher Powers.

When the Perſon ſo examin d is found 
qualiſicd, he has a Certificate ſign'd by the 
Preſident of the Court, which empowers 
him to practice, as a Doctor under the Re- 


gulations which are preſcribed by it; from 


whence, he muſt deviate, upon no Ac- 
count under the Pain of Death. 


The Phyſicians, are held in great Eſ- 
teem and Veneration; are there modeſt 
in their Behaviour; * {tri morals,and 


_ univerſal Benevolence, moſt of them ob- 


ſerve as gicat a Chaſtity, of Manners, as 
the Clergy 5 and value themſelves upon 
their Piety and the Veneration of the 


Sods, whole Worſhip they think! it is the 
Duty ot theit Function to propagate, as 


much as if they were daily at the Altar; 
They are Men of good Nature and 


Humanity, and abound in Acts of Be- 


nificence and Charity; Opportunities to 
exerciſe which, they covet as much; as 


Employment in their Profeſſion: ; They 


Gare not refuſe to attend the meaneſt 
Perſon who calls for their Aſſiltance 5 and 
if a Beggar, ſend for a Phyſician, before a

the Mandarin ſhould be in never ſo much 


Want of him; and the good natured 
Man, not only aſſiſts his Patient with his 


Counſel, but ſupplys his Wants. 


When the Phyſician, attends on a 
Patient, he enters upon a Book his Caſe, 
with every minute Circumſtance relating 


to the Diſtemper; together with the 


Medicines adminiſtred and their Effects 
during the whole Proceſs; whether the 


Patient dies or Lives, this Book, he is ob- 


liged to return within a united Time, 
to an Office kept for that Purpoſe. If 
he upon any Occaſion falſifies the Caſe, 
or has gone out of the ordinary, Courſe 
of Practice, it any Accident happens tg 
the Patient he is ſurely neg., : 


The Emperor's Phyſicians are al- 


Ways put to Death when he dies; and 


thoſe of other Perſons, are try'd by 
the Court of Mandarines, upon Appli- 
cation of the Friends of the deceas' d, and 
put to death or otherwiſe puniſh'd ac- 
«cording to the Nature of their Crime, 
from whence we may judge, that it is a 


very

very dangerous thing, to be of that Profeſ- 
ſton in this Country; however there are but 
few Inſtances where the Phyſicians of pri- 
vate Perſons have been put to death; 
as a Pretence tothe Knowledge of Phyſick, 
raſhneſs or Impudence, will not in this 
Country, obtain a Diploma, none but 
Men of Merit are of the Faculty: Theſe 
are obliged to make Conſcience of their 
Buſineſs; and dare not venture to try 
Experiments; there are no Apothecary's 


whoſe Intereſt the Doctor has Occaſion to 
conſider in the Recipe; he prepares the 


Medicine himſelf, and is too much inte- 
reſted in the Succeſs, to give any more 


than he thinks neceſſary; the Officinals in 


their Diſpenſary, are ſo few, that you 


may write them all on a quarter of a 


Sheet of Paper; and he never makes a 
Bill for his Druggs? but is paid ſo much 
2 Viſit, whether he gives any Phyſick or 


not. Thus he is not under the leaſt Temp- 


tation to make an Apothecarys Shop of 
his Patient? Belly; but carefully watches 
Nature, and aſſiſts her when ſhe- is 
weak to the beſt of his Skill; but leaves 
her to her ſelf, when ſhe is ſtrong enough 
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to 2 about her Deſigns without his 
Al 


Before the preſent Tryal, there had 
not been one at Pekzn, for near twenty 
Years; which made this make a conſide- 
rable Noiſe through the whole Empire: 
The Patient happened to be the Mandarin 
TON WIN; a Manz of great Authority, 
much eſteemed and truſted by the Empe- 
ror; who had made him Treaſurer to his 
Army; by whom he was not leſs loved 
than by the People in General; as he did 
Juſtice to the firſt, in their Pay, and pro- 
moted the Intereſt of the laſt to the ut- 
moſt of his Power; he was a Friend to 


Mankind in General, but particularly to 


the virtuous, and thought that Day Ill- 
ſpent wherein he had not given them 
Proof of his Humanity and Bounty: The 
Death of this great Man, ſo univerſally 
eſteemed, was ſome what ſudden; and his 
Phyſician was blamed. by ſome, tho' not 
by the Mandarines neareſt Friends; how- 
ever, it was wiſpered about, that he had 


| deviated from the Rules laid down by 


FR great Council of Mandarines; and by 
the 
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the Malice of the Doctor's Enemies, the 
Clamour became publick; in ſo much, 
that the great Council, ordered the Re- 
giſter of the Caſe to be inſpected; and 
the ene ſcal was ordered to draw up an Ac- 
cuſation againſt the Doctor; with a Copy 
of which he was ſerved and taken into 
Cuſtody; and a Time appointed for a 
ſolemn Tryal before that 2 7 8 Tri- 
bunal.

People were variouſly affected with the 
Preparation for the Tryal; ſome thought 
the Doctor guilty; others thought him in- 
nocent; and this only the Effects of the ſe- 
cret Machinations of his Enemies: Thoſe 
of his own Profeſſion, for what Reaſon I ! 
am not able to learn, were his moſt open 
Enemies; and thought by all to be his ſe- 
cret Accuſers; however, the Doctor ſeem'd \ 
not at all diſmay'd ; but hugg'd himſelf 
in reflecting on his own Innocence, which 
comforted him the more, that he had not 
the leaſt Suſpicion, that the high Tribunal, 
before which he was he was to be try d, 
would mix any Partiality in their Sentence.
